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LIBRARY OF CONGRESS EXPANDS 
DOMESTIC NEWSPAPER ACTIVITIES 


Last summer the Library of Congress established the position 
of assistant newspaper microfilming coordinator in the office of 
the newspaper microfilming coordinator (formerly foreign newspa- 
per microfilming coordinator), Reference Department. The primary 
responsibility of this new position is to add another facet to 
the already established activities of the Newspaper Microfilming 
Project in conformity with a widely felt national need; it will 
in effect expand the role of the already established foreign 
newspaper and official gazette microfilming program to include 
similar coordination for U.S. newspapers in a major national ef- 
fort to improve the bibliographic control of American newspapers 
and to encourage preservation programs. 


The assistant newspaper microfilming coordinator will work 
closely with libraries and other repositories, as well as with 
organizations interested in newspaper preservation. The office 
of the newspaper microfilming coordinator will publish the news- 
pees provide central coordination for filming efforts TP mi- 
crofilming standards, encourage reporting to Newspapers in Micro- 
form, gather information about hard copy files, and work with of- 
fices in the Library which are concerned with the cataloging, ac- 
quisition, and microfilming of newspapers. 


Imre 1. Jdrmy was appointed assistant newspaper microfilming 
coordinator and assumed his new duties on November 10, 1975. In 
his former position as supervisor of the Microform Publications 
Unit, Catalog Publication Division, Mr. Jadrmy aurecies the puna 
cation of Newspapers in Microform, the National Register of Mi- 
croform Masters, and Symbols of American Libraries. native of 
Eperjeske, Hungary, Mr. Jarmy came to the United States in 1957 
and received his bachelor's degree in 1962 from the University of 
Tulsa. He earned his master's degree in European history from 
Michigan State University in 1967 and a Second master's degree in 
library science from the University of Michigan in 1969. He was 
a participant in the Library of Congress Intern Program in 1969- 
70 and has held positions in the Congressional Reference Division 
of the Congressional Research Service and the Exchange and Gift 
Division of the Library. 


The title change with this issue, from Foreign Newspaper and 
Gazette Report to Newspaper and Gazette Report, marks the expan- 
sion of the current program and enables us to include information 
on both foreign and domestic newspapers. 


As a result of recent reorganizations at the Library of Con- 
gress the Reference Department was abolished and replaced by two 
departments, the Research Department, and the Reader Services 
Department. The office of the newspaper microfilming coordinator 
was transferred to the Reader Services Department and attached to 
the office of the chief of the Serial Division. 


NEWSPAPER COLLECTIONS AT THE 
AMERICAN ANTIQUARIAN SOCIETY 


In 1812 Isaiah Thomas, patriot-publisher of the Massachusetts 
SPL» founded the American Antiquarian Society with twenty-seven 
ike-minded men. Its purpose, then as now, was to “collect and 
preserve every variety of book, pamphlet and manuscript that 
might be valuable in illustrating any and all parts of American 
history" and to make this printed material available “for the 
enlightenment of future generations." Although it was only the 
third historical society in the country to be founded, the 
society was the first to be national rather than regional in the 
purpose and scope of its collections. As a research library 
specializing in source material relating to the first 250 years 
of this nation's history, it holds two-thirds of those materials 
known to have been printed between 1640 and 1821. 


Thomas was not only the society's founder and first president 
but also its first chief benefactor giving it money, his library 
of nearly 8000 volumes and his collection of newspapers. Retiring 

from business activities in 1802,

paper office files and adver- 
tising for others throughout the country he added to those he had 
collected as editor, postmaster, and publisher. With this 
beginning and its acquisitions through the years, the American 
Antiquarian Society has become the chief repository of American 
newspapers with more than two million issues on five miles of 
shelving. Its files of eighteenth- and nineteenth-century 
American newspapers are acknowledged to be the finest and most 
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complete collection in existence, preeminent for the period 1690 
to 1820 and one of the best through 1876, the society's cutoff 
date for collecting. 


As the society realized its inability to cope with all print- 
ed materials down to the present, it limited its collecting to 
those printed before 1877 in Canada, the United States, and those 
Caribbean Islands whose official language is English. However, 
the varied periods of printing development in different sections 
of the continent have led to flexibility in final cutoff dates as 
follows: East Coast and Mississippi Valley—to 1876; Plains 
States—to 1880; Rocky Mountain states—to 1890; Southwest and 
Northwest—to 1895; Alaska—to 1900. Although the emphasis of 
the society in acquiring newspapers has been placed on the usual 
kinds, the society also has collected and remains interested in 
the more unusual and peripheral types such as amateur newspapers, 
lottery newspapers, advertising or real estate mewspapers, and 
school and college newspapers. 


Since World War II several hundred thousand issues have been 
added to the collections from New England institutions on the 
understanding that this library serve as a national center for 
the preservation and study of such material. In order to further 
expand its holdings and insure that originals of as many titles 
as possible will be held somewhere under proper environmental 
conditions, from 1972 to 1974 the society sent letters to public 
libraries, historical societies, and academic institutions sug- 
gesting that the society be considered as a repository for those 
newspapers in their holdings not relevant to their interests. 
With storage space at a premium everywhere and with microfilming 
of titles proceeding at an active pace, it was hoped that the so- 
ciety would be seen as an alternate option to discarding newspa- 
pers. The response, though not as great as was hoped, brought 
enough additions to the holdings of the society to justify the 
time taken. Perhaps even more importantly, those institutions 
beginning to check through and weed their collections were made 
aware of the society's continuing interest. 


At present, the society is concentrating on acquiring origi- 
nals, cataloging the material on hand, and taking whatever steps 
are possible to preserve these materials. However, it realizes 
the need for placing files of newspapers on microform of some 
kind for preservation purposes and to fulfill research needs. To 
this end it has cooperated with Readex Corporation in filming its 
pre-1820 newspaper collection and wil] cooperate with the Library 
of Congress to complete filming certain titles. Along with the 
Boston Public Library and other major libraries in Massachusetts, 


it has worked on a project for filming older newspapers from 
important industrial cities in the state. At some future time if 
funding can be located, the society would like to microfilm its 
newspapers printed after the Civil War since newsprint after that 
period is difficult to preserve even under optimum storage 
conditions. 


As Clarence Brigham, long-time librarian and director of the 
society and great collector and bibliographer of newspapers, put 
it, "If all the printed sources of history for a certain century 
or decade had to be destroyed save one, that which could be cho- 
sen with the greatest value to posterity would be a file of an 
important newspaper." The society intends to continue to imple- 
ment in every way possible the philosophy underlying this state- 
ment. 


Editor's note: Although the American Antiquarian Society, the 
Boston Public Library, the Readex Corporation, as well as many 
other institutions are reporting at regular intervals their new 
microform acquisitions of newspapers to Newspapers in Microform, 
there are many who do not report. The brary of Congress, 
through its new national role in coordinating domestic newspaper 
microfilming, encourages and solicits reports of significant 
collections. Upon request, the office of the newspaper micro- 
filming coordinator will furnish guidelines on how and where to 
report free of charge. 


NATIONAL INTELLIGENCER 
PRESERVED 


In addition to its extensive program of microfilming newspa- 
pers from the wood pulp paper period (1870 to date) for preserva- 
tion purposes, the Library of Congress is engaged in preserving 
in their original form newspapers printed on high rag content 
paper. As part of this program the Preservation Office of the 
Library has recently completed the collation of the best copies 
of the daily edition of the National intelligencer, Washington, 
D.C., for the period 1813-29. These “ssues are being washed and 
treated prior to binding. Issues for tlie period 1830-69 will be 
similarly treated as the second phise of this restoration 
project.

NATIONAL ENDOWMENT FOR THE HUMANITIES 
FUNDS DOMESTIC NEWSPAPER PROJECT 





The National Endowment for the Humanities (NEH) has awarded 
a grant to the Organization of American Historians (OAH) in the 
amount of $173,584 for a two year period. The purpose of the 
grant is to fund a pilot project to bring under comprehensive 
bibliographic control the newspaper holdings of libraries and 
other institutions in a state and to promote the preservation of 
those holdings. The pilot project is intended to Serve as a 
model for similar efforts in other states of the union and its 
ultimate goal is to preserve the journalistic heritage of the 
nation. 


The OAH has selected the state of Iowa for the pilot project. 
The project will be centered in the office of the Iowa State His- 
torical Society, Iowa City, Iowa, and will be under the general 
direction of the director of the society. The NEH grant provides 
for $10,000 outright and $84,584 in matching funds on a one to 
one basis for three positions at the Iowa State Historical 
Society. Funding to be matched by the NEH grant is presently 
being sought by Iowa state officials from the state legislature. 


The remainder of the grant provides for the establishment at the 
headquarters of the OAH in Bloomington, Indiana, of a project 
center with a staff of two. The center will administer the grant 
and will seek additional foundation and public support for 
projects similar to the one in Iowa. Dr. Gale E. Peterson, 
assistant professor, Department of History, Purdue University, 
West Lafayette, Indiana, was appointed to head the OAH center. 


The awarding of the NEH grant was a result of a Study conduc- 
ted during 1973-74 by Dr. Peterson on behalf of the OAH on the 
feasibility of revising and updating the bibliography in book 


phy, now woefully out of date, lists ca. 50,000 titles held by 
some 3,500 U.S. and Canadian libraries, publishers, and private 
individuals. Many of the holders and their ink print files, 
listed by Gregory, are not traceable today. Since 1937 the only 
bibliography of national scope has been the one begun in 1948 and 
since then published by the Library of Congress, entitled 
laaspecets in Microform. The last cumulative edition was 
published in 1973, and supplemented by annual editions. As _ its 
title suggests, this bibliography is a union list of only those 
newspapers which have been reduced to microform. Issues in hard 
copy are not listed. There are only 956 domestic and 35 foreign 
institutions reporting a total of 39,267 U.S. titles to date--a 
number considerably smaller than that listed by Gregory. 


During his study, Dr. Peterson also found that the collection 
and preservation of newspapers are performed at the local, rather 
than the national, level and have traditionally been the domain 
of state and private historical societies, state libraries, land- 
grant colleges, and a few publishers and commercial firms, with- 
out much coordination among these agencies except that provided 
by the reports published in Newspapers in Microform. Duplication 
of filming efforts is evident when consulting that bibliography. 
On the national level, the Library of Congress, which is one of 
the largest repositories of newspapers in the nation and in the 
world, possesses a total of some 10,000 current and defunct 
titles of which only some 4,300 are domestic papers, the rest are 
from foreign countries. Attempts by individual institutions at 
coordinating preservation efforts have met with limited success. 
(See "Newspaper Collections at the American Antiquarian Society" 
on page 3 of this issue.) 


Aside from collecting and preserving them, Dr. Peterson's 
study notes the lack of bibliographic control over the nation's 


newspapers. Although no reliable data exist, it is estimated 
that there have been over 200,000 newspapers published in the 
United States since the advent of publishing. Gregory's biblio- 
graphy lists ca. 50,000 titles and terminates in 1936, while 
Newspapers in Microform lists some 39,000 titles, a majority of 
aateh are also listed by Gregory. Local bibliographies range 
from exhaustive in some states to nonexistent in others. It is 
conceivable, therefore, that close to 100,000 titles are not 
under any bibliographic control and are as good as lost to any 
historical research. Bringing this vast number under biblio- 
graphic control is beyond the capacity of any one institution and 
can be achieved only through the cooperation Of many. 


Perhaps the largest obstacle until recently has been the lack 
of national standards for the cataloging of newspapers. With the 
development in 1971 by Joseph H. Howard, then chief of the 
Descriptive Cataloging Division and now’ director of _ the 
Processing Department, Library of Congress, of rules for the 
cataloging of serials by Successive entry, the groundwork was 
laid for newspaper cataloging. The principles of successive 
entry were first utilized by the 1948-72 cumulative edition of 
Newspapers in Microform. Last winter the rules and procedures 
for cataloging its collection of newspapers were finalized and 
the Serial Record and Serial divisions began producing catalog 
entries. This marks the first time in the Library's history that 
newspapers are being cataloged and is a manifestation of its 
interest in providing national leadership in this field. (See 
"Cataloging of Newspapers" on page 1 of the 1975 no. 3 issue of 
Foreign Newspaper and Gazette Report.) While the Serial Record 

ivision staff is cataloging newly acquired titles, the Serial 
Division is concentrating its efforts on retrospective cataloging 
beginning with titles that have been reduced to microform. All 
titles cataloged will become part of the Library's MARC (Machine 
Readable Cataloging) record and will also be entered in the 
CONSER (Conversion of Serials) project, administered by the 
Council on Library Resources, and developed and tested by the 
Ohio College Library Center, Columbus, and the Library of 
Congress. The establishment of the position of assistant 
newspaper microfilming coordinator is another manifestation of 
the Library's commitment. (See “Library of Congress Expands 
Domestic Newspaper Activities" on page 2 of this issue.) 


The OAH, recognizing the peculiar nature of collecting, 
storing, preserving, and controlling newspapers, tailored its 
grant application accordingly. The Library of Congress was asked 
and agreed to provide the central coordinating role through the 
office of the newspaper microfilming coordinator. The Library 
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will (1) develop and disseminate information on the cataloging of 
newspapers; (2) promote adherence to a national standard for 
microfilming newspapers and assist states in setting up and/or 
bringing existing programs up to archival standards; and (3) 
prepare and distribute reporting forms and guides that will 
facilitate future conversion of the reported data into machine 
readable form. 


No doubt the advent of the bicentennial birthday of our na- 
tion contributed to the increasing demand by the academic 
research community for present and retrospective newspaper files. 
This new interest has given impetus to locating, organizing, and 
preserving our national journalistic heritage, which is a primary 
source for historical research. There is an urgency to this 
task, however, brought about by the rapid deterioration of 
newsprint. Unless a concerted and well coordinated campaign is 
mounted to preserve this unique material by reducing it to 
archival quality microforms, the efforts at bibliographic control 
alone will be of little value because the titles described wil] 
crumble to dust. No single institution has the resources to 
undertake. this task. It is hoped that others will emulate the 
Iowa Pilot Project and will join the Organization of American 
Historians and the Library of Congress by committing their 
financial resources and expertise. Only through cooperation, in 
the best American tradition, can the task at hand be 
accomplished.

CORRECTIONS REPORTED BY 
NEWSPAPERS IN MICROFORM 


The Catalog Publication Division of the Library of Congress 
reports that in the foreign countries section of the 1948-72 
cumulative edition of Newspapers in Microform the towns of Lusa- 
ka and Ndola and the entries pertaining thereto were incorrectly 
listed under Rhodesia. Their correct location is Zambia. Fur- 
thermore, Zambia News is published in the town of Ndola, not Lu- 
saka. Under United Kingdom, London, the Westminster Gazette was 
omitted, although a reference to the entry appears In the index. 
The errors were corrected in the 1973 edition. 


Users of this bibliography are advised that, beginning with 
peal e73 edition, each annual edition contains three types of ma- 
terial: 

(1) Reports of titles newly reduced to microform; 

(2) Additional holdings of titles previously reported; and 

(3) Corrections and revisions of data published earlier. 
These changes may correct reports of holdings, supply more speci- 
fic dates, or provide additional historical or bibliographical 
data. In a few cases they introduce changes of title not known 
before and thus involve updating of related titles previously 
published. 
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Users are urged to report errors promptly to Newspapers in 
Microform, Catalog Publication Division, Library of Congress, 
Washington, D.C. 20540. It would be helpful if revisions or sup- 
plementary data were identified as such, to distinguish them from 
data which have already been published.

NEW FILMING RIGHTS

The agreement is in two parts, the first part, dating from 
January 1, 1976, allows Research Publications to film and sell 
exclusively in North America the Sunday Times, the Times Literar 
Supplement, the Times Educational Su lafigaits and the Times High- 
er Fducatten Supplement. When the current agreement between 
Newspaper Archive velopments and the Microfilming Corporation 
of America ends, Research Publications will also have the exclu- 
sive filming and sales rights to the London Times. All sales 
outside North America will continue to be made by Newspaper Ar- 
chive Developments from its address at 16 Westcote Road, Reading, 
United Kingdom RG3 2DF. 


NEWSPAPERS IN MICROFORM 
PASSES MILESTONE 





With the recent completion of the editorial phase in the pub- 
lication process of the 1975 edition of Newspapers in Microform, 
the total number of titles reported since 8 has Surpassed the 
50,000 mark and stands at 50,248 titles as of December 31, 1975, 
the cutoff date for the 1975 edition. Of this number, 39,267 
titles in 8,055 localities of the United States and its territo- 
ries and possessions are reported by 956 domestic and 35 foreign 
institutions; and 10,981 titles in 2,169 localities of 160 for- 
eign countries are reported by 294 domestic and 328 foreign in- 
stitutions. 
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There are 180 countries and other geopolitical entities lis- 
ted in the 1948-72 cumulative edition. Holdings of titles are 
reported for 151 of these. The 1973 annual edition lists hol- 
dings for 120 countries 7 of which are reported for the first 
time. The 1974 annual edition lists 71 countries, 2 of which are 
reported for the first time. The 1975 edition lists 112 
countries with no new countries reported. While the global co- 
verage of reported newspaper microforms is very good (89 per- 
cent), the following countries and geopolitical entities are not 
yet covered:

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countries may be made with UNESCO coupons. The above price in- 
cludes postage. Catalog entries were prepared from 2,793 reports 
submitted by 177 domestic and 54 foreign institutions. In the 
foreign countries section 2 domestic and 2 foreign institutions, 
and in the U.S. section, 9 domestic and 2 foreign institutions 
are reporting their holdings for the first time. The Foreign 
Countries section lists 673 titles in 261 localities of 71 
countries with 27 cross references. Of these 421 (62 percent) 
are new titles, 42 are new localities, and 21 are new references. 
In the U.S. section, 1,772 titles are listed in 505 localities, 
with 192 cross references, Of which 808 (46 percent) are new 
titles, 51 are new localities, and 110 are new references. For 
the first time reports of holdings for Botswana and Burundi are 
included, 


The Brookhaven Press Published its 1976 MICROFORMS CATALOG. 
Copies are available free of charge from Brookhaven Press, Pro- 
cessing Department, Box 1635, LaCrosse, Wisconsin 54601. The cat- 
alog lists some 1,350 entries over half of which, however, are 
titles sold by Brookhaven for other publishers. Entries, includ- 
ing many serials and a few newspapers, are arranged by author- 
title main entry. A rudimentary subject arrangement is also pro- 
vided. Entries listed in the catalog are reported to the NATIONAL 
REGISTER OF MICROFORM MASTERS and NEWSPAPERS IN MICROFORM. 


World Microfilms Publications, 62 Queen's Grove, London, Uni- 
ted Kingdom NW8 6ER, has published its GENERAL CATALOGUE, 1976, 
available free of charge from the above address. The catalog 
lists, among others, collections filmed at the Lambeth Palace Li- 
brary, the Bodleian Library of Oxford University, publications of 
the Communist Party of Great Britain, and several newspapers and 
periodicals.

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IOWA PILOT PROJECT 
FUNDED BY STATE LEGISLATURE 


During the last days of its spring session, the Iowa state 
legislature appropriated $17,170 for fiscal year 1977 (July 1, 
1976-June 30, 1977) for the State Historical Society of Iowa. 
These monies will be matched on a one-to-one basis by the Organi- 
zation of American Historians from a grant awarded previously by 
the National Endowment for tne Humanities. Tne action of the 
legislature cleared the way for the establishment of the Iowa Pi- 
lot Project, conceived by the Organization of American Historians 
and strongly endorsed by the Library of Congress, to bring under 
bibliographic controi all newspapers published in Iowa from. the 
earliest times to the present. (See "National Endowment for the 
Humanities Funds Domestic Newspaper Project," Newspaper and 
Gazette Report,.19/6, novel; ppd lye 


Aian M. Schroder was appointed director of the project and 
assumed his duties on July 1, 1976. A native of Davenport, Iowa, 
Mr. Schroder received his bachelor's degree in 1968 from 
Macalester College, St. Paul, Minnesota. He earned his master's 
degree in American history in 1970 from Kent State University, 
Kent, Ohio, and is presently a doctoral candidate at that insti- 
tution. From September 1974 to June 1976 he was a researcher on 
the Explorations in Iowa History Project at the State Historical 
Society of Iowa. 


Mr. Schroder will be assisted by a staff of two, a secretary 
and an assistant director. The latter position has not yet been 
filled. The director and his staff will work under tne general 
supervision of the director of the State Historical Society of 
Iowa. Information on newspapers held by libraries, publishers, 
local historical societies, Courthouses, State agencies, private 
institutions, and individuals will be gathered systematically 
throughout the state. Mr. Schroder estimates that tne project 
will discover two to three thousand newspaper titles published in 
Iowa. It has not yet been decided whether the project will 
collect only Iowa newspapers or all U.S. newspapers held in Iowa. 


The Library of Congress is assisting the project by develop- 
ing rules for the cataloging of newspapers, and will prepare and 
distribute -reporting forms and guides. The reporting forms wil] 
be constructed to facilitate the eventual creation by the project 
of a MARC-S (Machine Readable Cataloging-Serials) compatible 
computer data base which can, at a later date, be made part of a 
national bibliographic computer network for newspapers. In addi- 
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tion, the Library will assist in the setting up of a _ vigorous 
newspaper microfilming program which will utilize the best tech- 
nology in that field to create archival-quality master micro- 
forms. (See "National Advisory Panel Meets at the Library of 
Congress" in this issue.) 


NEWSPAPER BIBLIOGRAPHY ENTERS 
THE COMPUTER AGE 


The Newspaper Subcommittee of the Tri-University Libraries 
Consortium in British Coiumbia, Canada, proposed some years ago 
that the three libraries of the consortium, the University of 
British Columbia, Simon Fraser University, and the University of 
Victoria, combine their records of newspaper holdings to avoid 
duplication of effort and to compile a union list of holdings. 
Several years of study followed and in 1973 the decision was made 
to launch, with the participation of other major libraries in the 
province, the Union Catalogue of Newspapers in British Columbia 

Libraries Project. The partici-

ed in January 1975 with the Na- 

tional Library of Canada. The 
University of Victoria was chosen to develop the program and 
collect the data because its serial records were already in MARC 
format and an experienced staff of serials catalogers was 
available. 


The development of the program lasted more than a year. It 
represents the first attempt to modify and use the MARC serials 
format specifically for newspapers. This undertaking serves as 
a pilot project for a similar effort on the national level and as 
such it is expected that the guidelines and procedures developed 
will be adopted by the National Library of Canada as a Canaaian 
standard for machine readable cataloging of newspapers. 
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The project is divided into three phases. Phase one limits 
participation to major libraries in British Columbia and address- 
es the creation of a union catalog of only those newspapers pubd- 
lished in British Columbia and held by the participating institu- 
tions. Phase two opens participation to all British Columbian 
libraries and extends cataloging of their holdings to newspapers 
published in Canada. Phase three, with the participation of all] 
libraries, extends coverage to all foreign newspapers held in 
British Columbian libraries. 


The first pnase of tne project has the foliowing four objec- 
tives: (1) to prepare a machine-readable union catalog of Brit- 
ish Columbian newspapers held in major governmental, academic, 
and public’ libraries in British Columbia in a format compatible 
witn the Canadian MARC and MINI-MARC Seriais Format; (2) to 
develop computer programs designed to provide printouts of either 
union catalogs of the holdings of more thar one library or those 
of a single library; (3) to design a worksheet and compile coding 
instructions; (4) to provide definitive cataloging of all newspa- 
pers published in British Columbia—MARC-edited, tagged, and with 
holdings of all the major libraries in the province. The second 
and fourth objectives have not yet been fully completed. 


Assuming that tne first newspaper was published in 1609 and 
the term "newspaper" was first used in 1670, librarians have had 
over 300 years to agree on a universally accepted definition. 
This has not yet occurred. But the scope, bibliographical and 
research value, and usefulness of a union Catalog of newspapers 
directly depends on the definition used, because it determines 
what kind of newspapers are to be included or excluded. A study 
of such known definitions as the ones used by MARC, the National 
Library’ of* Canada,’ *the’ Library of‘ Congress; UNESCO) anaethe 
glossary of the American Library Association, revealed that 
definitions varied from the limited and narrow to the liberal and 
broad, neither being Satisfactory. An amalgam of three 
definitions was finally adopted. The MARC definition which 
circumscribes a newspaper as "limited to those publications 
issued on newsprint and containing general news coverage rather 
than being oriented towards specific subject matter," while 
accepted, was judged too narrow and was supplemented with a 
recomendation approved in 1974 by the Canadian Union Catalogue 
Task "Group, Subgroup” on\ Union Lists;°*that’ other «kinds 405 
newspapers be included (e.g., financial, labour, ethnic, student, 
etc.) though separately identified, providing they are normally 
published on a newsprint in a format of not less than 4 columns 
of type per page, appear at least once a month and do not have a 
cover." In addition, the definition used by the Ontario Ethnic 
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Newspaper Microfilming Project was adopted which defines an 
ethnic newspaper as " a publication intended for one or _ several 
ethnic or language groups, issued for sale at regular intervals 
in newspaper format, usually edited and published within’ the 
ethnic or language community and dealing with a range of news 
topics that go beyond events related to any Special interest 
group." The primary thrust of this broader concept is to allow 
coverage of specialized subject areas with the corresponding use 
of topical subject headings chosen from a limited list of terms. 
Moreover, the absence of the publisher from the definitions 
allows for newspapers published by government agencies. This is 
an important consideration since in several foreign countries 
newspapers are puvlished exclusively, or nearly so, by the 
government. 


The historic lack of cataloging rules and authority for news- 
papers made the task of solving bibliographical problems diffi- 
cult in some areas and easy in others. Successive entry catalog- 
ing is strictly followed with two exceptions: first, if the news- 
paper's history is fragmented and complete holdings are not a- 
vailable; and second, when the title has changed so many times 
that to avoid confusion it is maintained under one title, which 
may be the first, last, best known, or longest run. In these 
cases cross-references are provided to the title(s) cataloged. 
Other decisions made are identification and recording of the pro- 
per title, which is the title as it appears on the piece (mast- 
head) and includes periodicity (e.g., "daily," "weekly") and 
location (names of cities, regions, etc.) when part of the 
mastnead title. Initial articles are omitted except when they 
are part of the place name. When the title appears in several 
forms (original language, romanized version, translated title, 
etc.) the choice of cataloging title is based on the appearance 
of the masthead; i.e., when the original language version is 
typographically most prominent it is used; in other cases the 
romanized or translated title is the appropriate choice. 
Different regional ard language editions are cataloged 
individually. However, if several different editions appear each 
Gaye "eed si3-Star= “4-stary final’). such’ information can be 
noted, but such editions are not cataloged separately. Microfilm 
editions are always handled as separate records. A_ full 
bibliographic description is provided and a photoreproduction 
note (tag 533) is included. Even if the letter press edition is 
not available for the union list, it is included as a separate 
record witn a holdings note stating, "No holdings reported." 
NewSOeoere Inserts, ©€.G.. comics, SIV guides, etc., are Nor 
separately recorded, but magazines et al. with independently 
numbered issues are. 
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Most of the data elements used are identical to the MARC ser- 
ial format; however, there are some which are unique to newspa- 
pers and were added to enrich the MARC record. The type of 
newspaper (tag 008) is a special fixed field position to identify 
the type as religious, labor, etc. In the imprint, the publisher 
(tag 260 subfield b) is not included unless this has unusual 
Significance. Topical subject headings (tag 650) are only used 
with newspapers of a Specialized (subject) nature. Geographic 
cross-references (tag 952) are provided if a change in place name 
has occurred. The reference is from the old version to the new. 
Two subfields are added to the photoreproduction note (tag 533), 
subfield “i. identifies varying. imprints; and Ssubfieldase 
describes the microform (for any differences between the original 
and the microform edition). Complete holding statements are 
entered (tag 850) using mnemonic symbols according to the latest 
edition of (and supplements to) Symbols of American Libraries, 
published by the Library of Congress. Three additional codes for 


inclusive dates (subfield "d") are added: "cn" identifies 
current numbers, <« "ci" . identifies. current... assues:...and oy mee 
identifies "retain until microform received," Two work sheets 


were designed for MARC coding and editing—one for _ the 
bibliographic data, the other for the holdings reports. 


All bibliographic work for phase one has been completed. 
Work sheets have been sent out to all participating institutions 
to obtain any holding information not previously reported to the 
project. There are approximately 1,100 records for the letter- 
press editions and 400 records for the microform editions in the 
master file. Good progress is being made in developing the com- 
puter program. When completed, the resulting MARC tapes, as wel] 
as the work sheets, instructions, and all incidental material 
will be forwarded to the National Library of Canada. 


The final product of this project will be manifold. The un- 
ion catalog will be in the customary format arranged 
geographically by country, state or province, and city with 
entries arranged alphabetically under the city. Standardized 
library symbols assigned by the National Library of Canada and 
the Library of Congress will follow each entry with the holding 
Statements following. When reporting a microform edition the 
body of tne entry as given for the letterpress edition will not 
be repeated but an entry for the original edition will always be 
present even when no holdings are reported for this edition. A 
notation of "No holdings reported" will follow such entries. A 
title index will be generated with a reversed order of entry: 
title, city, state or province, and country. 
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In addition to the union catalog the system will be able to 
produce numerous customized catalogs on demand, such as listings 
by the type of newspaper, place of publication, language, period, 
etc. These catalogs may be published in paper, microfiche, or 
tape editions to suit the need of the customer. 


The University of British Columbia Library is seeking addi- 
tional funding to maintain the continuity of the project and to 
undertake phase two and phase three upon the completion of phase 
one in the near future.

Newspaper Archive Developments Limited, P.O. Box 4013, Amity 
Station, New Haven, Connecticut 06525, the microfilm division of 
the London Times, signed contracts for the filming and exclusive 
world distributioneaeTa they abailysiteleqraphy London, United 
Kingdom, and the Scotsman, Edinburgh, United Kingdom. The Daily 
Telegraph is filmed together with the Sunday Telegraph in chrono- 
logical sequence. The. Daily Telegraph Magazine is also filmed. 
The firm is contemplating the filming of approximately thirty 
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years of back files for the Daily Telegraph and the issues for 
the years 1965-1974 for the Scotsman. 


The editor of the Daily Telegraph says this about his paper: 
"The Daily Telegraph and the Sunday Telegraph are independent 
newspapers. The Telegraph's news coverage is comprehensive, its 
politics Right of the centre. It believes that many people buy 
a newspaper primarily for the news; and that most people, whether 
self-professed Left or Right, have a strong conservative streak 
in their natures." 


"In presenting news and opinion the Telegraph aims at a 
straightforward style and offers a constant reminder to its 
readers that in the world outside the shores of Great Britain 
many important things happen which will, directly or indirectly, 
affect. their fortunes. . ...... In 1974 it had more pages than 
either of its chief competitors. .. . It is this strength which 
enables the Telegraph to produce such a wide-ranging, 
international editorial service." 


The editor of the Scotsman describes his paper thus: "The 
first issue of The Scotsman on January 25th, 1817, appeared in 
Edinburgh under the pledge of impartiality, firmness and _ inde- 
pendence.

NATIONAL ADVISORY PANEL MEETS 
AT THE LIBRARY OF CONGRESS 


On June 25, 1976, the Library of Congress hosted the advisory 
panel to the Organization of American Historians/Library of Con- 
gress United States Newspaper Project. Those in attendance were: 
Mr. David Kaser (Chairman), Graduate Library School, Indiana Uni- 
versity; Mr. William T. Alderson, director, American Association 
for State and Local History, Nashville, Tennessee; Mr. Richard G, 
Anable, Council on Library Resources, Washington, D.C.; Mr. James 
Boylan, Department of Journalism, Columbia University; Mr. James 
J. Dougherty, American Historical Association, Washington, D.C.; 
Mr. Imre T. Jdrmy, Acting Newspaper Microfilming Coordinator, Li- 
brary of Congress; Mr. Robert W. Johannsen, Department of Histo- 
ry, University of Illinois; Mr. Richard S. Kirkendall, Executive 
Secretary, Organization of American Historians, Bloomington, In- 
Gidhas Mrsiae Garole Ke Lura,, Library technician, Library of Con- 
gress; Mr. Marcus A. McCorison, Director and Librarian, American 
Antiquarian Society, Worcester, Massachusetts; Mr. Donald E. QOeh- 
lerts, Director of Libraries, Miami University, Oxford, Ohio; Dr. 
Gale E. Peterson, Director, U.S. Newspaper Project, Organization 
of American Historians, Bloomington, Indiana; Dr. Daniel J. Reed, 
Assistant Archivist of the United States for Presidential Librar- 
ies, National Archives and Records Service, Washington, D.C.; Mr. 
Walter Rundell, Jr., Department of History, University of Mary- 
land; Mr. Alan M. Schroder, Director, Iowa Pilot Project, State 
Historical Society of Iowa, Iowa City, Iowa; Mr. William J. 
Welsh, Deputy Librarian of Congress; Dr. Gordon R. Williams, Di- 
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rector, Center for Research Libraries, Chicago, Illinois; Mr. 
Donald F, Wisdom, Chief, Serial Division, Library of Congress. 


William J. Welsh, Deputy Librarian of Congress, welcomed the 
guests. He reaffirmed the Library's commitment to this project 
and observed that "we are glad to support the Organization of 
American Historians in this endeavor. While the Library has pro- 
vided leadership in producing Newspapers in Microform, a union 
list of those newspapers which have been reduced to microform, 
the time has arrived to create a true union list of newspapers, 
not restricted to those in a special format." 


Chairman Kaser expressed his appreciation to Mr. Welsh for 
the Library's support and called upon Dr. Peterson for a progress 
report. Dr. Peterson announced that the National Endowment for 
the Humanities (NEH) awarded a grant in the sum of $173,584 for 
a two-year period and distributed copies of the award letter from 
the NEH which stipulated the terms of the grant. The letter, 
dated May 25, 1976, stated that: 


1. In making this award, the Endowment is not committed 
to funding beyond the end of this grant. Further 
applications will receive no special consideration 
and shall undergo the usual process of evaluation 
and review. 


2. This grant shall receive full and detailed eval- 
uation by the Endowment before the Endowment 
shall consider applications for further support 
of the project. 


3. Further support will be contingent on a full and 
satisfactory statement of the Library of Congress’ 
plans with regard to this project. 


4. The Endowment wishes the OAH to understand that 
state projects beyond the Iowa Pilot Project will 
be considered only on a gifts-and-matching basis. 


Dr. Peterson then outlined his role and plans as the director 
of the OAH center. He plans to convoke in the next two years 
several regional conferences in the nation with Library of Con- 
gress participation to further bibliographic projects in other 
states. In addition, he plans to solicit financial support for 
such projects not only from the NEH but also from public and pri- 
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vate foundations and organizations. He then introduced Alan M. 
Schroder, the newly appointed director of the Iowa Pilot Project 
who will assume his duties at the State Historicl Society of Iowa 
on July’ I 4976" “(For further details See “Iowa Pilot Project 
Funded by State Legislature" in this issue), 


Mr. Schroder outlined his tentative plans. The state will be 
divided into three geographic regions—east, central, and west— 
and information will be collected beginning in the eastern re- 
gion. He expects to uncover two to three thousand newspaper 
titles published in Iowa. The information gathered will be re- 
corded on report forms to be developed by the Library of Con- 
gress. The data will be formatted so that it can be converted 
into a MARC-S compatible computer-based record at some future 
time. Copies of the report will be sent to the Library of Con- 
gress where the information will be kept on file in the Serial 
Division. The division will forward reports of microform hola- 
ings to the editors of Newspapers in Microform for publication. 
The question of whether to collect information first on titles 
published only in Iowa or to include non-Iowa titles as well will 
be the subject of further discussions between the State 
Historical Society of Iowa and-the Library of Congress. 


Chairman Kaser then invited Richard G. Anable to describe 
the CONSER (Conversion of Serials) project to the group. Mr. An- 
able reminded the group that CONSER, administered by the Council 
on Library Resources, has a limited membership (12) and a limited 
life span as presently constituted. It is a cooperative project 
between the Library of Congress and the Ohio College Library Cen- 
ter (OCLC). Participants use the OCLC data base and the Library 
serves aS the center of responsibility for verifying entries of 
all records. The other national center of responsibility is the 
National Library of Canada. There are ca. 135,000 live and cur- 
rent titles in CONSER, with 25,000 titles from the Library of 
Congress, 80,000 titles from the Minnesota Union List of Serials 
(MULS), 3,000 titles from the National Library of Canada, and 
37,000 titles from the other participants. To date there are ca. 
3,000 newspapers in the system (mainly from MULS) but this media 
has not been a high priority on anyone's list. Entries are in 
standard MARC-S format (modified) and there are no special 
provisions for identifying newspapers in the system. Moreover, 
there has been no satisfactory solution yet for devising a 
standard for the holding statements. A Z39 subcommittee of the 
American National Standards Institute is working on the problem. 
The Library of Congress will take over the system and its 
management in November 1977, 
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Mr. Anable recommended that the OAH/LC United States Newspa- 
per Project not look to CONSER for solutions (in addition to the 
above, CONSER has not yet defined what constitutes a serial). 
Instead, he urged that the system developed by the University of 
Victoria, British Columbia, Canada, be adopted. (See "Newspaper 
Bibliography Enters the Computer Age" in this issue). 


Chairman Kaser then called upon the Library of Congress re- 
presentatives to address the group. Mr. Wisdom observed that the 
retrospective cataloging of the Library's newspaper holdings is 
progressing well. He extended an invitation to the director of 
the Iowa project to observe the Library's cataloging procedures 
by spending a week at the Library while the Iowa holdings are 
being cataloged. He also pointed out that, in addition to 
cataloging, the nae is engaged in Several newspaper-related 
activities, such as ue: ewspaper and Gazette Report, the annual 
book bibliography Newspapers in Microform, the technical manual 

Specifications for the Microfilming of News papers at the Library 
of Congress, adopted by the National Micrographic Association as 
recommended PEneR ce (NMA MS111-1975), Newspapers Received 
Currently’ in »theLibrary of -Congness,) ay Tinding) aidymancee 
forthcoming publication whose tentative title is A Bibliography 
of Newspaper Indexes, Union Lists, Directories and Unpublished 

Catalogs in the United States and Canada. 

Mr. Jdrmy welcomed Mr. Anable's Suggestion concerning the 
Lniversity of Victoria project and indicated that the first steps 
are being taken in adopting the sytem. He observed that the 
University of Victoria created the system while On contract with 
the National Library of Canada and with the full cooperation of 
the Canadian MARC-S office. This system can be utilized to 
create a MARC-compatible on-line record of all holdings published 
by the Library which could then be utilized by Iowa and future 
projects when developing their own data base. 


Mr. Jarmy observed that the value of the Iowa and future bib- 
liographic projects would be greatly enhanced if coupled with a 
preservation program. The rapid deterioration of post-Civil War 
newsprint mandates vigorous preservation efforts lest we ir- 
retrievably lose what’ we are attempting to describe 
bibliographically. In launching preservation programs, existing 
commercial and nonprofit facilities should be considered first 
and care should be exercised not to infringe on the _ filming 
rights of firms and institutions. 


He expressed his delight in the commitment made by the lead- 
ership of the Library of Congress to bibliographic control of 
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domestic as well as foreign newspapers and stated that the office 
of the newspaper microfilming coordinator will coordinate the 
development of a report form based on the Canadian model. His 
office will also serve as the direct liaison between the Library 
and the State Historical Society of Iowa. He also observed that 
had it not been for the perseverance of the Organization of 
American Historians there would be no United States Newspaper 
Project. He invited Dr. Peterson and Mr. Schroder to submit to 
his office periodic progress reports to be published in the 


Newspaper and Gazette Report. 


During the general discussion of aims and objectives that 
followed, it was tne view of the panel that a limited program is 
the best approach not only to stimulate interest for future fund- 
ing but also to obtain tangible results. It was suggested that, 
like the British Columbia Project, Iowa proceed in stages: first 
collect information on Iowa newspapers in selected Iowa libraries 
and institutions, then broaden phase two to include all Iowa 
libraries, and finally, as phase three, collect information on 
non-Iowa titles. Several possiblities for regional planning con- 
ferences were discussed but no decision was reached and the mat- 
ter was remanded for furtner Study. 


NEWSPAPERS IN MICROFORM 
SLUMPS IN SALES 





The 1976 annual report of the Processing Department of the 
Library of Congress contains alarming news about Newspapers in 
Microform. Sales figures, available for the 1973 and 1974 edi- 
tions, are so low that serious consideration is being given to 
reverting to the practice of publishing cumulative editions only, 
and at greater intervals. While reducing costs, this would delay 
the availability of new information by Several, probably five, 
years. The dilemma exemplifies the ever-present requirement to 
reconcile bibliographic control of materials with the hard 
realities of financing the timely dissemination of information. 
The disappointing sales of these supplements are in_ sharp 
contrast to the excellent sales performance of the twenty-five- 
year cumulation published in 1973. 
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ETHNIC NEWSPAPER MICROFILMING 
AT THE NEW YORK PUBLIC LIBRARY 


The New York Public Library completed the microfilming of a 
substantial back file of the Japanese-language newspaper New York 
Nichibei. The filming of this back file places the library's 
filming program for this title on a current basis again. 


The library also announced a grant from the Pope Foundation 
totaling $100,000 to preserve from destruction the decaying pages 
of the Italian-language newspaper I] Progresso Italo-Americano. 
Under the four-year grant the New York Public Library will be 
able to preserve over 95 percent of the total issues of this 
important newspaper. Unfortunately some of the early issues are 
beyond preservation due to the advanced stage of deterioration 
peculiar to newsprint. Preservation microfilming will be done in 
Stages, beginning with issues of 1880, the paper's date of 
foundation, and progressing gradually to more recent issues. 





"The Library is losing its race with time," stated Richard 
W. Couper, president of the New York Public Library. "We have 
long been a national leader in the fight to preserve America's 
heritage but the escalating costs of preparing older newspapers 
for microfilming has virtually placed their conservation beyond 
our financial resources. At a time when America has become more 
aware that the culture and achievements of our foreign-born citi- 
zens fill some of the brightest pages in the history of our na- 
tional development, we must not allow the records of those 
contributions to be lost. Mr. Pope and the Pope Foundation have 
performed an invaluable service for Americans of all ethnic back- 
grouncs. It is to be hoped that others will come forward to 
follow their example." 


Although tne New York Public Library possesses a master pre- 
servation negative film for the 1886-1950 period, it was decided 
that due to the incomplete nature of that film all available 
issues will be refilmed rather than only the missing issues. 
Modern quality controls will make it possible to create a better, 
archival-quality. master. The Library of Congress has been 
filming this title on a current basis beginning with the March 1, 
1958 issue. The two institutions will confer on the filming of 
future ~issues to..avoid,. castly, duplication of: effort. once the 
retrospective program is completed at the New York Public 
bibvacy.

GEORGIA NEWSPAPER PROJECT 
AT THE UNIVERSITY OF GEORGIA 


In 1960 the University of Georgia Libraries began a _ special 
project to reduce to microform some of the more important Georgia 
newspapers held by libraries, publishers, courthouses, and other 
institutions in Georgia. The purpose of tne project 1s 
threefold: (1) to preserve a unique primary source of historical 
researcnyamatepial “and? instre sagainst*oloss = by © the rapid 
deterioration of newsprint, or by fire, flood, carelessness, or 
other natural disasters; (2) to create a permanent bibliographic 
record of titles filmed by publishing the information collected; 
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and (3) to provide a central source by depositing a master 
preservation (negative) and a service (positive) microform in the 
permanent collections of the University of Georgia Libraries of 
all titles filmed. 


It was decided at the outset that not every newspaper pub- 
lished in Georgia would be included in the project. The criteria 
for inclusion follow. (1) There will be at least one newspaper 
from each of Georgia's 159 counties. (2) Emphasis is to be on 
the collection and filming of county weeklies and some dailies. 
(3) If possible, a complete file of each title chosen will be 
filmed. (4) Only papers in reasonably good physical condition 
will be filmed. (5) Titles currently filmed elsewhere will not 
be included. 


To date the project has filmed some 250 titles from over 
eighty counties. Many of these are of unique historical 
importance and date back to the late eighteenth century, Such as 
the Augusta Chronicle, Augusta, Georgia, whose microform edition 
begins with the October 14, 1786, issue. All titles filmed are 
reported to Newspapers in Microform at irregular intervals. 


From its inception the project attracted a great number of 
researchers. The microfiles are used for genealogical research; 
political scientists use them to check county and state election 
returns for predicting future trends in voting patterns; lawyers 
use them for information concerning property disputes; and there 
are a host of other users, Such as a patron from Connecticut who 
consulted the files for a research project on Victorian gun 
markings. 


During its sixteen-year existence the project. has preserved 
many newspapers from total destruction. For example, some time 
ago the official record (ink print) copies of the Hartwell Sun, 
Hartwell, Georgia, were destroyed in a courthouse fire. Fortu- 
nately, the complete file of the paper had already been reduced 
to microform and deposited in the university libraries. The 
Oconee County newspapers were not so lucky. In the 1930s a fire 
destroyed the newspaper archives in Watkinsville and many 
newspapers were lost forever. The information they contained can 
never be recovered. 


Due to the increasing cost of materials and Services the uni- 
versity libraries are in need of additional funds for the project 
and are urgently appealing for donations to individuals and 
institutions.

Beginning with this issue we are making changes in our format 
and numbering system. Our apologies for any inconvenience caused 
to our colleagues in the field of serial cataloging. These 
changes are necessitated by the expanding commitments of the 
Library of Congress in the field of ~Mmicrofilming = and 
bibliographic control of foreign and domestic newspapers and 
foreign official gazettes, reflected in the two title changes of 


the Report. 


The first issue, entitled Foreign Newspaper Report, was pub- 
lished in the spring of 1973 and bore the numbering "1973, Num- 


ber 1." With the 1974 spring issue the title was changed to 
Foreign Newspaper and Gazette Report. The numbering, however, 
did not reflect the title change; that issue was numbered "1974, 
Number 1." Qur current title commenced with the 1976 spring is- 
sue numbered "1976, Number 1." On the verso of the cover of that 
issue we defined more precisely the dates of publication as being 
three times a year (the publication schedule since its inception) 
and added the months: April, August, and December. Our new 
system of numbering considers the first issue to be Volume l, 
Number 1, hence this issue, by the editor's brilliant deduction, 
must be Volume 4, Number 3. 


We think the appearance of the pages is improved by provid- 
ing, also for the first time, a running title on all even-num- 
bered pages, and the year and month of publication on all odd- 
numbered pages. The numbering of pages will be consecutive for 
each volume. Finally, the Report is produced with the aid of our 
computer utilizing the IBM System/360 ATS program keyed on a COPE 
1035 terminal.

SUCCESSIVE ENTRY CATALOGING 


In my previous incarnation, before I became editor of this 
publication, one of my assignments was to design, edit, and 
publish the 1948-1972 cumulative edition of Newspapers in 
Microform. It was the first catalog incorporating the principles 
of successive entry cataloging published by the Library of 
Congress. In practical terms this meant the complete revision of 
the old Newspapers on Microfilm master file. Our team of 
editors, Maria Andras, Barbara McCormick, Ronald Roloff, and 
Cynthia Shepherd, combed the Library's holdings for pertinent 
reference works to glean from them the notes now taken for 
granted in this catalog. 


I would like to pay tribute to these, my colleagues (and all 
other former members of my staff) for the excellent work they 
performed, by Sharing with you from my old notes, and in the form 
of the following charts, the painstaking detective work involved 
in translating into successive entry from the old master file but 
two of the titles from Dubuque, Iowa: the Dubuque Daily Times- 
Journal, and the Dubuque Telegraph-Herald. They appear on _ page 
85 of Newspapers on Microfilm (Washington, Library of Congress, 
1967) and again on page 216 of Newspapers in Microform: United 
States, 1948-1972 (Washington, Library of Congress, 1973).

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NEWSPAPER COLLECTIONS IN TWO 
LIBRARIES OF THE SOVIET UNION 


During February 16-22, 1976, two Swedish librarians visited 
the Lenin State Library, Moscow, and the Saltikov-Shchedrin Pub- 
lic Library, Leningrad, in the Soviet Union. The purpose of 
their visit was to study the acquisitions, processing, and _ pres- 
ervation of newspapers at these institutions on behalf of the Ro- 
yal Library and the Research Library Board of Sweden. Their re-

1. THE LENIN STATE LIBRARY 
(Gosudarstvennaia Biblioteka SSSR 
im. V.I. Lenina) 


1.1 Newspapers in General. The Newspaper Department of the 
Lenin State Library is fairly new. It was established in 1973 
(see the Library's Annual Report, 1973, p. 22). With the estab- 
lishment of the Newspaper Department the reorganization of the 
collection was undertaken. One of the first tasks was to survey 
the collection and set it up according to "scientific 
principles." 


First, some data on the newspaper collection. The Lenin 
State Library receives roughly 8,000 Soviet daily newspapers as 
copyright deposits. In addition to that, more than 400 foreign 
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newspapers (including 10 Swedish) are kept. The collection 
consists of two million bound volumes which take up 60,000 shelf 
meters. 


In 1973 a new building was constructed in Chimki (25 
kilometers from downtown Moscow) and the movement of the 
newspaper collection from the central library was begun. The 
move was expected to be completed by mid-1976. One of the 
reasons for the prolonged moving time is the simultaneous 
reorganization of the collections. The most prominent feature of 
the new arrangement is the division of newspapers into ten 
classed groups as follows: 


1) Tsentral'nye, i.e., papers with nationwide 
circulation such as Pravda and Izvestifa, media 
for the all-union organs—the central govern- 
ment, the party, and the ministries. 

2) Respublikanskie, papers with circulation chiefly 
within one Soviet republic. 

3) Oblastnye, provincial papers. 

4) Gradskie, papers with city or  communitywide 
circulation. 

5) Raionnye, district papers. 

6) Mnogotirashnye, newspaperlike periodicals with 
a large circulation. (This type often has a 
different periodicity than dailies and a 
Slightly different format. ) 

7) Dorevolutsionnye, papers published before the 
October Revolution of 1917. 

8) Papers published between October 1917 and ca. 1920. 

9) Gazety na fazykakh narodov SSR, Soviet papers in 
languages other than Russian, Ukranian, and Belo- 
russian. 

10) Inostrannye, non-Soviet papers. 


At the same time, a punched card file was started. Each en- 
try contains the following information: title, call number, 
class of paper (see 1-10 above), format, and number of volumes. 
This file (with more than 66,000 cards) is primarily intended for 
the use of the staff. There is a card catalog for public use, 
which was separated from the previous joint catalog of periodi- 
Carlisi: 


The new newspaper building in Chimki has a total shelf capa- 
city of 100,000 meters. It is estimated that there will be room 
for new accessions for the next ten years. The building has ten 
levels, three are equipped with permanent shelves designed for 
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oversized newspapers, and Seven have compact shelving. (One- 
meter-wide shelves with a depth of sixty centimeters. Each unit 
is ten shelves high.) During an introductory phase, working 
conditions at the new building will be studied. 


There is, Of Course, awareness of the fact that the climatic 
conditions play an important part in the preservation of the col- 
lection and here, naturally, the Department of Restoration be- 
comes involved. It allows economical and functional placement of 
the newspapers in the Stacks. The most frequently requested 
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groups of papers have been placed closest to the circulation 
desk. Retrieval time has thereby been reduced to a minimum and 
now averages fifteen minutes, compared to an hour and a half 
before the move to Chimki. The newspapers for the current two 
years are kept at the main building of the Lenin State Library 
with the readers in mind. 


Routines for treating daily newspapers in the department have 
not been definitely established, but in this area too, the work 
is done according to the principle of "scientific organization of 
the work" (nauchnafa organizatsifa raboty). This, it is hoped, 
will bring about the greatest possible efficiency. The intention 
of the Newspaper Department is to become the “methodical center" 
for all libraries in the Soviet Union. When we asked about 
possible lack of funds, the answer was that the funds have been 
sufficient, and that when fully operational, the department would 
employ 100 persons. 


1.2 Microfilming. All microfilming of newspapers is done by 
the Microfilming Department. Its annual capacity is ten million 
frames of negative, and seven million frames of positive 
microfilm. Present production is 500,000 frames of current 
filming, and 200,000 frames of retrospective filming. These 
figures include an unspecified number of exposures made for 
Mezhdunarodnafa Kniga, the state organ for exporting literature. 
Two to three persons are occupied full time in the microfilming 
of daily papers. Presently the bound volumes, not the 
microfilms, are still used for reading and copying. 


1.3 Other. The Lenin Library functions within a_ framework 
of a five-year plan on the one hand and a prospective fifteen- 
year plan on the other. Discussion of the plans begins at_ the 
bottom of the library hierarchy. This is especially true of the 
five-year plan, which is first discussed at the department level 
before the Library's top management approves it. The final plan 
includes comprehensive objectives, aS well as specific partial 
goals. Adherence to the five-year plan, however, is not total. 
Flexibility is necessary because the conditions governing a 
plan's success may Change. The success of the plan as a whole 
depends largely on the degree to which the partial objectives can 
be attained. For this reason rewards of different kinds are 
given to stimulate increased personal productivity. Photographs 
of "hard-working" employees (i.e., those who more than fulfill 
their quota) are displayed on the bulletin boards. 
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The prospective fifteen-year plan includes a scientific 
prognosis. The plan tries to anticipate any effects that 
scientific progress during this time will have on the Library. 
Because of its scientific activities, the Lenin State Library is 
responsible in large part for the advances in the field of 
library science there. Some of the fields of study conducted at 
the Library are: 

1) the theory of bibliography 
2) the sociology of the book and the reader 
3) Automated Data Processing (ADP) serving the Library. 


There are many nationalities, languages, and cultures in the 
Soviet Union. An important task for the research branch, engaged 
in studying the sociology of the book and the reader within’ the 
Lenin State Library, is to help national libraries within the 
Soviet Union to build up basic collections. Every national 
library has, of course, a Marxist-Leninist reference collection, 
but beyond that, the collections may vary depending on_ the 
geographic location, language, economy, etc. The national 
libraries can get valuable advice from the Lenin State Library in 
planning their objectives. 


Within the Lenin State Library there are approximately 500 
different (mostly card) catalogs for use by the public. bee 
which are of the greatest importance have been published in 
catalog of close to eighty pages (Putevoditel' po katalogam 1 ja 
chitatelej nauchnych cital'nych zalov, 5th ed. julQ7] )eueshesneard 
catalog, therefore, is still of imp importance in the Library. The 
Library's ADP unit is working at eliminating many routines but, 
as far as we could tell, they are advancing very slowly. It is 
mainly within the indexing and Selective Dissemination of 
Information (SDI) area that automation is taking place. 


The Lenin State Library is a general (depository) library 
which receives two to three copies of everything copyrighted and 
printed in the Soviet Union. As far as the acquisition of 
foreign materials is Concerned, the secretary for Science is 
actively acquiring a representative or profile collection within 
the area of "kul'tura i iskusstov," art and culture. Thus’ the 
area of interest is focused mainly on the humanities, and less on 
the social sciences (history, philosophy, etc.). The collection 
does include, however, other disciplines. There are, moreover, 
special libraries within the Soviet Union principally concerned 
with medicine, technology, and the social sciences. 
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2. HTHE SALTIKOV-SHCHEDRIN PUBLIC LIBRARY 
(Gosudarstvennata Publichnaia Biblioteka 
im. Saltikova-Shchedrina) 


The Saltikov-Shchedrin Public Library is also a depository of 
copyrighted materials. Its collection of older Russian 
literature is more comprehensive than that of the Lenin State 
Library because it has kept its copyright deposits since the end 
of the ~ seventeenth century. The Lenin State Library's 
predecessors only began to receive copyright deposits towards the 
end of the eighteenth century. 


2.1 Newspapers in General. The Newspaper Department employs 
thirty-seven people. An acute shortage of space is seriously 
hurting the functioning of the department. Under the 
circumstances full service to readers cannot be provided and they 
hope that the long-awaited new building, with a shelf capacity of 
25 million volumes, will alleviate the problem. It has not been 
decided, however, if the department is going to move into the new 
building, or if it will remain where it is now. 


The department has a method of binding newspapers which for 
the most part resembles that of the Lenin State Library's before 
it was reorganized. The newspapers are arranged by date and are 
in alphabetical order. There are no plans to change this system, 
but they are interested in and plan to take advantage of the 
Lenin State Library's evaluation of its system at some later 
date. 


2.2 Microfilming. Microfilming of newspapers is_ taking 
place on a very small scale. It appeared to us that microfilming 
in Leningrad is being used as little as it is in Moscow. It is 
not seen as the most worthwhile alternative to preserving the 
original, nor is it considered the only way to alleviate the 
Library's space problem. The chief of the Newspaper Department 
did not have any definite opinion on this question but the chief 
of the Department of Hygiene and Restoration felt that they 
Should copy and reduce newSpapers on archival quality paper 
("microbooks"). 
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2.3 Restoration. The repairing of damaged newsprint is 
paramount in the continuing work of the Department of Hygiene and 
Restoration (around 30,000 pages a year). A lamination process, 
among other methods, is used to strengthen newsprint (see 
Restaurator, 2:2, 1975). Intensive research is carried on in the 
field of restoration and the department has, for this reason, 
enjoyed a very good international reputation. We were sorry that 
time did not permit us to study the work at this department more 
closely, especially since its research concerns restoration on a 
large scale and focuses specifically on newspapers and the 
elimination of mildew and other dangerous microorganisms.

PUBLICATION NOTES 


The Joint Committee on Printing of the U.S. Congress autho- 
rized the Library of Congress to publish a cumulative edition of 
the National Register of Microform Masters. The Register was 
first published in 1965 and annually thereafter. This is the 
first time that a comprehensive cumulative edition of the Regis- 
ter is being undertaken. The six-volume edition will contain 
some 320,000 entries (including ca. 70,000 serials) reported by 
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close to 300 domestic and foreign libraries and commercial pro- 
ducers of microforms. The cumulation will contain all reports 
received between 1965 and 1975 including the ca. 50,000 reports 
received during 1975. The price has been set at $190.00 for the 
5,500-page, six-volume set. Upon publication, expected in the 
spring of 1977, an announcement will be made in the Library of 
Congress Information Bulletin. An article tracing the history of 
the Register is planned for the April 1977 issue of the Newspaper 
and Gazette Report. 


Microforms in Texas Libraries: A Selective Union List, 
sponsored by the Texas Information Exchange, compiled by Lois 
Bebout, was published by the General Libraries, University of 
Texas at Austin (1976). This volume is a revision of the 1974 
Union List of Major Microform Sets in Texas Libraries. The 1976 
list includes microform editions of composite sets and separate- 
ly published works in which the collecting has been done by the 
microform publisher. It also includes large manuscript collec- 
tions. Excluded are individual newspaper titles and single mono- 
graphs or sets, printed editions of which can be found in stan- 


dard bibliographies and catalogs. The main entry used is_ that 
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crocard Editions, 1975). The symbols used are those assigned by 
the Library of Congress and published in the eleventh edition of 
Symbols of American Libraries (Washington, Library of Congress, 
1976). A directory of library services, arranged by symbol, is 
included listing information on lending, copying services 
(prices, equipment, and speed of copying), and use of the 
materials on the institution's premises. Typical examples of 
newspaper sets provided in the entries are: "Yucatan newspapers" 
and "Schomburg Center for Research in Black Culture. Selected 
Newspapers." A disadvantage, for acquisition purposes, is the 
omission in the holding statement of master or service microform 
holdings and of symbols for the microform producers. For 
example, the entry "Shakespeare Quarto Facsimiles. Nos. 1-43, 
1880-91. Microcard Editions. Microcards, Microfiche. TxEU 
(Microfiche)" could be arranged in less space without loss of 
meaning in the style of the National Register of Microform 
Masters as follows: "Shakespeare Quarto Facsimiles. Nos. 1-43, 
1880-91. McE mo mf; TxEU smf." 


African Newspapers Currently Received by American Libraries: 
A Preliminary List. No. l- » October 1976- » has been pub- 
Tished by the African Studies Library of Boston University, 771 
Commonwealth Avenue, Boston, Massachusetts 02215. Its primary 
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purpose is, according to James C. Armstrong, head of the African 
Studies Library, "to serve as a finding aid for libraries and 
Scholars interested in locating recent copies of African newspa- 
pers in U.S. libraries." Some 236 titles are listed, reported by 
twenty institutions encompassing most of the major Africana 
collections in the country. A secondary purpose is “to enable 
libraries to identify African newspapers not currently available" 
in this country. These are noted with the abbreviation " nr"— 
not received. The Unesco definition of general interest newspa- 
pers was used as a benchmark for inclusion but also included are 
some official news agency bulletins, officially published and 
quasi-official titles, private newspapers and party organs, dai- 
ly and nondaily alike. In some countries one or more of these 
function as the primary source of news. 


Listed are titles received during the past year (i.e., 1976). 
The list follows the standard practice of a geographical arrange- 
ment alphabetically and hierarchically by country, city, and ti- 
tle. Publication dates are not given and frequencies are noted 
haphazardly. The titles are upper-cased and without diacritical 
marks (an irritant to purists). The symbols of the holding in- 
stitutions are those published in Symbols of American Libraries, 
however, the holder of the master microform (a rare occurrence 
because filming lags usually more than a year behind) is not 
noted under the title and the abbreviation "mf" is used to indi- 
cate a 35-mm microfilm. This same abbreviation denotes "micro- 
fiche" in Newspapers in Microform. 


The list supplements, and should be used in conjunction with 
African Newspapers in Selected American Libraries, 3rd edition 
(Washington, Library of Congress, 1965). There is a copyright 
notice on the verso of the cover but the publication is not 
registered in the Copyright Office of the Library of Congress. 
The price is not given. 


It is reported by its general editor, Charles A. Toase, that 
the Bibliography of British Newspapers, a project of the Refer- 
ence, Special, and Information Section of the Library Association 
(United Kingdom), has undertaken the comprehensive listing of all 
British newspapers (both national and local, including those no 
longer published) with locations in the United Kingdom, the 
United States, Canada, and other countries. The first part 
(Wiltshire) was published in 1975 and the whole series is ex- 
pected to take some twenty years to complete. A prospectus is 
available from the Library Association, 7 Ridgmount Street, 
London WC1E 7AE, United Kingdom. 
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
